“The United States has nothing 
to say about any political deals or 
understandings between European 
countries, and does not intend to be 
drawn into them.

“The United States commission will 
look after the interests of America.” 

This statement, made today by Sen- 
ator Smoot, a-member of the Amerf- 
can “debt commission, is. understood 
to have been. the result of resent- 
ment’ felt by members of the~ com- 
mission to the’ criticism with which 
the United States has been bombard- 
ed.

The United States no longer holds the world's voc 
ing record. _About forty years ago eighty per cent of the 
cxizens went to the polls and voted. This percentage gave 
us the’ lead. In 1920 and 1924 only about fifty per cent 
of the “American voters exercised the right of franchise. 
Consequently the United States flopped down to the tail 
in the list of voting nations. In the 1924 election in the 
house’ of commons in: Great Britain seventy-six per cent of 
the -elgciorate exercised the right to vote, the right for 
whieh ave fought Great Britain in 1776.
